When the desired length 
of hair has been curled, fasten 
curler, so that it will rem 
ly in place. Repeat this pr ss with 
the remaining strands, making as 
nany curls as you desire 

These curlers should be permitted 
to remain in the hair for two or 
three hours, at least, although this 
varies with the texture and condi- 
tion of the hair. The hair must be 
allowed to dry 
case, And when the curlers are then 
removed, the strands should be 
combed around the index finger, so 
that the ringlet formation is retain- 
ed.
